It Will Be Held In Oklahoma City 
Dec. 31 and Jail. I. 


The old cusi oms of the west are 
rapidly vanishing before the inevit­ 
able march of modern progress and 
habits. Conditions are changing con­ 
stantly and in a few years those 
old-time frontier days will be but a 
memory. Exactly is 'this true of the 
cowboy of the plains who for the 
past half century has furnished more 
material 
for human 
in'.©rest tales 
than most any other source of the 
west. His days are numbered, and 
the time may not be long off when 
his usefulness will be over. 
©ut his memory will live many 
years after he is no longer here. The 
perpetuation of it will be found in 
an organization which will be orga­ 
nized! in Oklahoma City during a re­ 
union of the cowboys off the world.

Tulsa. Okla., Dec. 13.—The Farm- 
ens’ National bank of this city was 
taken In charge tonight by National 
'Bank Examiner F. W. Bryant after an 
investigation of the bank's affairs. 
The bank was closed after a two 
week’s investigation of ks afairs. 
The closing is an aftermath of the 
recent failure of the Columbia Bank 
and 
Trust company, of 
Oklahoma 
City, both houses being under the 
control of VV. L. Norton. 
Ever since the Columbia failure in 
Oklahoma City, it was expected the 
Farmers* National here would be un­ 
able to withstand the rush of with­ 
drawals an)! loss of deposits. Less 
than two months ago he local bank’s 
deposits were $1,000,000 while yester­ 
day when the bank examiner closed 
its doors,- they were $475,000. Over 
$200,000 were state, city and coun­ 
ty funds. Over $40,000 was paid de­ 
positors 
yesterday, 
the 
money 
be­ 
ing produced by other local banders 
for the acceptable paper of the Far­ 
mers’ National. It is said the liabil­ 
ities will be about $100,000. The as­ 
sets were not announced. 
Unsecured 
paper, bad klans and 
investments are given as the reasons 
for the closing of the bank. Owner 
Norton was heavily interested in the 
oil business here, and 
it is said 
part cf 
the unsecured paper was 
in the hands cf . local people. 
The Farmers’ National was estab­ 
lished in 1903, wi h a capital of $1,- 
000,000 and was one of the leading 
banks of this part of the country up 
to 'the time of the Columbia affair. 
The president was E. F. Blaise, and 
B. F. Andrea was cashier. Mr. Blaise 
announced tonight that he believed 
the 'bank to be solvent.

Erie, Pa., Dec. 14.—The Twentieth 
Century lim! ed, the New York Cen­ 
tral fast train enroute from Chicago 
•to New York, collided with the rear- 
end of passenger train No. IO on the 
Lake Shore road at Northeast, Pa., 
16 miles east of here, shortly after 
mid-night. At the ime of the collis­ 
ion the Twentieth Century was easi­ 
ly making . 62 miles an .hour. Sta 
bodies have already been taken from 
the wreck. Twenty people are re* 
ported dead. 
*A re He? train left here and one from 
Cleveland, O., both loaded with nurses 
and doctors for 
he scene of the 
wreck. 
Northeast is a small town and at 
night* is cfit off from both telegraph 
and telephone communication. 
The Twentieth Century Is due at 
Northeast at 11:20 p. rn. and passed 
running faster than schedule time. 
Train 'No. IO, also eastbound, left 
here at 10:05 p. rn., and was schedul­ 
ed to Hake the siding at Northeast, 
but it is believed the train did not 
reach the siding far enough in ad­ 
vance of the fast flyer to make a 
proper clearance. 
The 
wreck oc­ 
curred direc ly opposite the North­ 
east railway station. 
Railway officials here 
refuse 
to 
make 
public ainy 
facts concerning 
♦the wreck. 
Every ambulance in Erie Is lined up 
at the Lake 3hore railway station 
here, while hospitals have .been no­ 
tified to prepare to take care of many 
injured. 
Coroner Hanley has been notified 
to prepare his morgue for the recep­

dead, 
which may be 
brought here. It is expected the more

The second section of No. 26 (The 
Twentieth Century) was made up of 
two cars from S t Lonis, one from 
Cincinnati and one from Cleveland.
